Review the Bidding 
Mentally in Play. *

p° you rview the bidding in your 
own mind several times during 
the play of a hand? Many mistakes 
eon be avoided by golng over the 
bidding, and lack of bidding os well. 
Bidding on today’s hand was rather 
simple, but nevertheless important in 
the play of the cards. 

The opening lead was won in 
di with the queen of clubs and 
a small dlamond was Ied.. South 
played low and West won with the 
queen, A small heart was won in 
dummy with the jack and another 
diamond. played. South won_ this 
with the ace and North showed out. 

South returned uo club,’ declarer 
played low und North won with the 
cing. At this’ point North Ied the 
deuce of spades. Looking at all four 
hands, Jt is not diMcult to see that 
declarer should go up with dummy’s 
king of spades. But without Isnow- 
ing the locatfon of the cards, could 
you figure out the right play? 

When I saw. the hand played, 
declarer went into a huddle and 
finally played a smail spade from 
dummy, South won with the quecn. 
and this was the plav that defeatcd 
the hand. 

West should have played the king 
from dummy without moment's 
hesitaticn. North had shown out of 
diamonds on the second round, so 
declarer ‘knew that South had: five 
diamonds to the act-king-ten. If 
South also held the ace of spades, 
would he not have opencd the bid- 
ding? Had declarer reviewed the 
bidding in his own mind, he_would 
have known that it was impossible 
for South to have the ace of spades.
